In par- 
ticular, ‘they desire, to re-affirm 
their belief in an All-India Fed- 
eration, and in the principle of 
a responsible Federal Govern- 
ment, subject to transitional ‘re- 
servations and safeguards. Gov- 
ernors’ Provinces , of the future 
were to be responsibly governed 
units with the greatest possible 
measure of freedom. The North- 
Weat Frontier Province was to 
become a Goyernor'’s Province, 
and Sind a separate Province. 
Referrlng to provincial auto-!

Until five years ago the world 
waa enjoying bimctallism Inasmuch 
as one half of .the commercial 


world waa on gold and the other 


hatf on a silver basis. Tho dis- 
organisntion started when ‘India 
was misdirected to pasa to a pure- 
ly gold standard. Other Asiatic 
countries joined in the gold-rush 
and in the building up of tariff 
walls, But America and France, 
having been in the field first in the 
same game, have cornered the gold 
of the Jast 15 years. A -steamer ; 
overloaded with coal cannot carry 
goods tv advantage. America and 
France are now overlonded with 
gold, and, as they cannot be expect- 
ed to give away their treasure for 
nothing, the only alternative is to 
lower their tariff walls and to take 
in goods in exchange for their gold. 
The remedy for silver lies main- 
ly in the reconsideration . of the 
Indian currency problem with a 
view to reinstating a silver stan- 
dard in India and to returning to 
the Is. 4d. rupee, very >much ad- 
vocated .by the Indians themselves | 
and not unjustifiably. The balance 
of trade in favour of India- in- 
normal years is about £70,000,000. 
It is obvious that the difference of 
exchange would mean about 
Rs,105,000,000 additional annual 


{purchasing power for India if the 


rupee were 1s. 4d. instead of 1s. 6d. 
as now. The bulk of the popula- 
tion—the primary producers of- 
products such as cotton, jute, tea, 
&e.—get Rs.13% instead of Rs.1, 
for their exports. It is true that 
India pays less for imports too, but 
the imports are practically luxuries, 
to the great mass of the population, 
with the exception of ‘cotton cloths 
from Japan made from cheap cot- 
ton taken from India. Without 
tackling the rupee question, the 
mere raising of the price of silver, 
by whatever means, will make no 
appreciable difference to. India’s 
purchasing power for 


fixed. 


With all due reagent to the ad. 
vocates of bimetallism, if the total 
10 years’ output of gold worth 
£850,000,000 can be cornered by 
one nation, what guarantee is there 
that the silver output of the same 
period worth only £130,000,000 will 
not share the same fate? There- 
fore, until the. currencies of the 
leading nations are backed by their 
national wealths instead of being 
dependent upon gold thread and 
silver string knots,, which may 
anap at any. time, we shall not be 
free of currency speculations.
